The visit of the U-53 cannot 
be intelligibly explained as a mere at- 
tempt to extend the scope of submar- 
ine warfare; as was naturally assum- 
ed at first, It was an isolated epi- 
sode. But if it be interpreted as a 
warning, it needs no explanation, It 
was more than a test to our patience; 
it was meant to give us a forecaste of 
the consequences of upholding 
own rights and the rights of all neu- 
trals. If so, it failed, as other Ger- 
iman menaces have failed.—Philadel- 
phia Ledger.

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LAND PROBLEM OF CANADA IS OF 
PARAMOUNT INTEREST TO EMPIRE 


COLONIZATION AND DEVELOPMENT OF THE WEST 


Vast Unoccupied Areas of Valuable Farming Land Will Be 
Utilized in Ceynection with Imperial Scheme for Paying Oft 
The Empire’s War Debt — 


The question of Jand settlement in 
Canada, in many respects, is the 
most vital issue that will confront 


the government of this country at the 
close of the war. The vaguely out- 
lined suggestion \wat has come from 
England of psing some 200 million 
acres of Canadian agricultural lands 
for the purpose of paying off the Ein- 
pire’s war debt, 3 «wes only as a i¢- 
minder to the people of Canada that 
they must meet very soon the seri- 
ous problem of colonizing and de- 
veloping the vast gmoccupicd areas 
of their Dominion. Middle Western 
Canada _ probably offers, from =a 
purely physical viewpoint, a field for 
settlement having Yaes of less resis- 
tance than any ower part of the 
country. In the southern half of that 
expansive rectangular area of prairie 
reaching from the eastern limits of 
Manitoba to the ¢ ethills of Alberta 
there is little to obstruct the path of 
the pioneer farmer. Free from for- 
est or swamp, the land remains but 
to be cultivated. T’e hinterland, “ar 
the northerly half o: the Middle West 
with its network of lakes, rivers, for- 
ests, and mineral-bearing rock, varied 
with great stretcher of fertile land 
and valley, presen. a different pic- 
ture. One part of Alberta’s Peace 
River Valley already has been open- 
ed and partly settled, With that ex- 
ception, agricultura. development and 
the lines of railways with their cities 
and towns are a part only of the prai- 
rie plains of the Southern half of the 
Middle Western Provinces. It is 
within the bounds of this latter area 
that Canada has spent much money 
and pledged her credit in establishing 
zn extensive plant represented by 
railway lines and tanicipalities. That 
equipment” has never been operated 
to full capacity. There is over one 
mile of railway to every sixty-nine 
producers in Western Canada today. 
‘The West’s greatest need, therefore, 
is people, and people who will go on 
the land and produce something 
through which the country as a whole 
may be supported. 

That means, then, the settlement 
first of the southern or equipped half 
of the Middle West. ‘The scheme for 
acquiring and develsping 200 million 
acres accordingly must begin with «@ 
consideration of that section of the 
country already prepared for settle- 
ment. First, it wil be found that 
the old magnet of free homesteads 
with the attached privilege of pre- 
emption has lost its drawing-power. 
The difficulty of acquiring any kind 
of desirable land wii soon be realiz- 
ed. In other words, the vast pro- 
portion of cultivable land in that part 
of the West where settlement is most 
needed and most litely to occur has 
been alienated from the Dominion. 
At the end of the past year the area 

ranted in homesteads and pre-emp- 
tions by the/Domiw’en government 
amounted to 62,7757,510 acres. Add 
to that figure the amount of land held 
by the railways, Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, and that represented in school 
land sales and special grants, and an- 
other forty-four million acres must be 
excluded from the class of free lands, 
Altogether, there have been some 106 
million acres of wawern lands taken 
from the country. Of this area not 
more than thirty-two million acres 
has been farmed, The largest area 
actually brought uné*r crop in the 
three Prairie Provinces has not ex- 
ceeded twenty millior acres, This 
simply means that before any plan of 
settlement can be evolved for West- 
ern Canada the Feseral authorities 
must first face private or corporate 
interests, which now (old in idleness 
millions of acres of the best farming 
land in the Dominiom , Can some sat- 
ifMactory co-operative plan be shaped 
between the owners cf western farm 
lands and the government, or shall

Cotton Shortage in Germany ‘the military point of view is getting 


Those 200 Pajamas Would Have 
Been Very Useful 


The fact that a member of the 
Gernyan embassy staff was ‘carrying 
home two hundred suits of pajamas 
invites attention to a serious aspect 
of the blockade from Germany’s 
viewpoint. Before the war Germany 
was importing annually 21-2 million 
bales of raw cotton from the United 
States. The imports continued for 
a few months before England shut 
them off. Since that time Germany 
has had virtually no cotton. 

How has she got on without it? 
Substitutes for cotton used in ex- 
plosives are reported to have been 
made. But what about clothing, 
pajamas and other things? How can 
a nation that uses underwear and 
skirts .and shirts and handkerchiefs 
and sheets and such be comfertable 
after being shut off for two years 
from a fresh supply of cotton? 
Where will material for new uni- 
forms for millions of soldiers come 
from? 

The difficulty of supplying clothing 
under such circumstances must be a 
scrious one.—Kansas City Times.

“Flying today is so casy,” said 
General Brancker, “that most pupils 
are in danger from over-confidence. 
Half our accidents arise from this 
cause, ‘Training in aviation from 


more and more complicated, but ac- 
tual flying from the practical point 
of view of getting from place to place’ 
has become almost as easy and safe 
as automobiling or bicycling. 

People generally ought to learn 
the elemeritary principles of handling 
an airplane. The only factor against 
general private use of airplanes, es- 
pecially in Great Britain, is the un- 
certainty of the weather, but with 
experience and reliable engines ‘it is 
possible to fly in almost any wéather 
short of a thick fog, a hurricane, or

Then, again, we 
bave a market in the northwestern 
States which should prove worth 
while, as there are no pulp mills” in 
Montana, Idaho, Wyoming, North

The total capacity of pulp mills is not 
over 150,000 tons per year west of 
the Mississippi river. 

“We have the raw material in un- 
limited quantities. Our rivers offer 
sources of cheap power unequalled 
anywhere west of Winnipeg. The 
labor should offer no unusual prob- 
lem, as there are a large number of 
immigrants coming to this western 
country who are from city and indus. 
trial centres who have no idea of 
farming, and who are looking for 
work of some kind. From this class 
of immigrants the pulp mills should 
draw their supply of laborers. 

“Labor should be plentiful in this 
province, if we look at the population 
increase since 1901. At that date 
whit is now Alberta had a population 
of 63,000, in 1911 the population had 
increased to over 360,000, and in the 
census. taken in July, 1916, it is esti- 
mated that the population is over 
550,000. In 1912 and 1913 it was

C, W. Barron, in an article in the 
Boston Post, says in part: 

I think I am now at liberty ¢e tell 
you something very few people in 
the world would be able to tell you. 
In the latter part of last year there 
was a very important conferesse of 
German military leaders on their 
western fronticr, The general staff 
had figured out that if the German 
defences were removed from ¢ie line 
of the Somme to the heights of the 
Meuse, 400,000 men could be trans- 
ferred elsewhere or held in reserve. 
This conferetice was presided ewer by 
the Emperor. Von Hindenburg was 
brought up from the southeastern 
front for his opinion, while another 
great German general advocated the 
plan of the general staff. Voa Hin- 
denburg said: “We do not now need 
400000 men in the southeast or else- 
where.” The reply was, “Unless you 
retire now, you will not be dle to 
get the 400,000 men’ when you do 
need them. Why not shorten your 
lines and thereby increase your re- 
serves?” The Kaiser decided the 
conference with the declayation: 
“Four hundred thousand men are of 
less importance to us than the main- 
support which 
would be weakened by any drewing ia 
of our lines.” The Prussians bave 
clamored for the last weapon of de- 
fence—ruthless submarine warfare to 
strike terror to old England The 
Zeppelins failed. The prombwed in- 
demnity from Paris failed. The at- 
tempt on the Channel ports failed. 
The attempt to weaken the union of 
the Allies failed. The Re anian 
wheat supplies were burned, and the 
Rumanian oil wells were dynamited 
ahead of the German invaders, The 
proposals for a peace dictazd by 
Germany failed. And now the Ger- 
man submarines are to attack the 
world’s commerce, not as an ecffec- 
tive weapon of offence or defence, 
but to satisfy German sentinessét and 
keep the Hohenzollerns in power.

E. A. Lloyd, a student in the Col- 
lege of Agriculture, has been carry- 
ing on experiments on the farm of 
W. B. Van Alstyne, McGee,  Sask., 
which have brought some interesting 
= results, In his report to the society, 
4 Mr. Lloyd emphasized the  import- 
ance of selecting the very best grain 
for seed. By using seed selected 
\ ith great care for a number of years 
Ly the university, Mr. Lloyd was able 
to inerease his yield of wheat eight 
bushels per acre on the same ground 
under similar conditions. On sum- 
tner-fallowed ground the 
Marquis yielded 45 bushels per acre, 
while the ordinary Marquis produced 
only 37 bushels per acre. Taylor's 
wonderful wheat fell somewhat be- 
low Marquis in yield last year, 
yielded higher in 1914 and 1915, 

Premost flax yielded 31 bushels per 
acre, while ordinary scrub flax yield: 
ed only 17 bushels on similar soil. 

The student took six average size 
potatoes last spring and cut them 
each into as many sets as possible: 
that is, cutting a set for each eye, 
Yhese were planted in similar soil 
and in the fall he lugged in two 
Lig sacks of potatoes from the, six 
Kochester Rose tubers. The six po-

tatoes yielded three bushels, Six 
Kural New Yorkers yielded two 
bushels, six Pingree one and three- 


quarters, six Irish Cobbler and New 

Brunswick potatoes each yielded a 

bushel and a half, while the six Early 
— Ohio yielded one bushel. 

In his alfalfa experiment he found 
that Cossack, a new variety of alfal- 
fa did best. He also found that the 
soil could be successfully inoculated 
from old alfalfa fields. 

Through a selected stock of Leg- 
horns and Rhode Island Reds, Mr. 
Lloyd found that a considerable in- 
crease in egg production had been 
effected. Several hens laid as many 
as 150 eggs per year. 
hen felt she had done well to 
60 eggs a year, he said. 

“There appears to be very few 
really good houses in the country,” 
reads the report of P. Peters, of the 
agricultural engineering committee. 
“Many people are still living in the 
homestead houses, but many of ther 
tre planning to build new houses in 
the near future. This also applies 
to barns. In the poultry industry 
there seems to be considerable inter- 
est, as indicated by the number and 
size of poultry houses and the 
amount of money invested in them. 
In connection wiih the sheep indus- 
try there is no such outlay.” This 
data was collected from replies to 
questions sent out. Most of the in- 
formation was obtained from the 
students attending the gasoline short 
course,—Saskatoon Star.

An order in council has been pas- 
sed under the war measures act mak- 
ing it a criminal offence for any per- 
son to send from Canada by post or 
otherwise “any letter, document, or 
substance containing any written 
miatter which is not visible or legible 
unless the medium in which it is 

% written is subjected to heat or some 
cther treatment, or any letter, docu- 
ment, or substance in which any oth- 
er means for secretly communicating 
information is used,’ 

Other provisions of the order ap- 
ply to falsification of passports, etc. 

« It is also provided that any person 
arriving in or departing from Canada 
may be required to make a declara- 
tion as to whether or not he is gar- 

re rying or conveying any letters or 
other written messages intended to 
be transmitted by post or otherwise 
delivered, and, if so required, shall 
produce to the person making the re- 
Guisition any such letters or messages 
and, the competent naval or military 
authority or person authorized by 
him, or immigration officer, customs 
officer, or police officer may search 
any such person and any baggage 
vith a view to ascertaining whether 
such person or the person to whom 
the baggage belongs is carrying or 


conveying any such letters or mes- 
es, Fhe authorized officer’ may 
mine any letters or other mes- 


sages so produced or found on such

Manifest In Russia 


Peasants are Saving Money and Ris- 
ing in the World 


_It is beyond question that the Rus- 
Sian peasant, who constitutes 80 per 
cent. of the population of Russia, has 
now in his hands an unprecedented 
amount of money, the result of more 
employment, much higher wages than 
were ever before paid, and a new ha- 
bit of saving forced upon him by the 


cutting off of his former expenditures 
of vodka, and by a shortage in the 
supply of things he wants for his 


farming and household operations. 


He is waiting for a chance to 
spend his savings for what he really 
wants, says a writer in “Russia.” 
Those savings aggregate hundreds of 
millions of dollars. Buying farm ma- 
chinery is said to be the one great 
outlet for them, The writer con- 
tinues, 

“It should be considered that when 
a man has accumulated an unexpect- 
edly large amount of money he is 
Pretty certain to spend a large por- 
tion of it for things he has long want- 
ed, but has been unable to get. The 
desires of the Russian peasant, -tak- 
ing him en masse, are mainly restrict- 
ed to his farm and to his home man- 
ufacturers, if he carries on any such. 
A better house, and, especially, bet- 
ter furniture, appeal to him; but like 
the farmer everywhere else in the 
world, his first interest is to get more 
moncy out of his land. 

“The importance of machinery in 
helping him to this result has been 
strongly brought home to him by 
a variety of agencies, not the least 
effective of these being the increased 
profits of such of his neighbors as 
have taken themselves out of the 
communal system of land holding 
and cultivation and have contrived to 
secure modern agricultural machin- 
ery. An example of the peasant’s ap- 
preciation of modern equipment is 
provided by the agricultural “artels,” 
or unions, which have multiplied in 
consequence of the farm labor short- 
age due to the recruiting of the ar- 
mics These artels have largely re- 
sorted to the use of modern imachin- 
ery, purchased usually by a group ot 
peasant farmers, who often rent the 
services of themselves and their ma- 
chines to other farmers not members 
of the artel. 

“That this expectation of peasant 
expenditures for farm machines that 
will be very large in the aggregate is 
well founded seems hardly open to 
contradiction.” 

It has been found necessary to op- 


én in Russia, as rapidly as possible, 
5,000 new branches of the State 


Savings Bank. Also, parish banks, 
to be opened to the number of about 
€,000, represent a new and_ simple 
type of savings agency, for which 
arrangements have been agreed upon 
between the ministry of finance and 
the holy synod. The archpriests of 
the churches will superintend the op- 
erations of these latter banks, which 
will receive and pay out deposits, but 
will not undertake any other bank- 
ing operations. 

What will be a great innovation in 
banking so far as the bulk of 
Kussian population is concerned is 
the proposed introduction by the 
State Savings Bank of payments by 
check. This device, so familiar to 
us, is still strange to most of Russia. 
There is no doubt that its wide intro- 
duction and use in that country wil} 
do much to modernize and facilitate 
the conduct of business in 
interior, 

It is proposed also, to introduce in 
Russia what is known as the money- 
box system of savings, on the model 
of foreign institutions, 
of the British government savings 
banks, In issuing these saving box- 
es to houses, the plan is to charge a 
$1.54 (3 rubles), which 
will be credited as a deposit, The 
carrying out of this plan has been 
deferred thus far by lack of money- 
boxes,

Catastrophe to 
‘‘ Heavenly” Plates 


Ill-Luck Attends the Making of a 
Celestial Map in India 


| 

About ten years ago an Indian F.R. 
A.S., presented to the late Nizam of 
Hyderabad two large telescopes, a 
gift which induced the Nizam to es- 
tablish an observatory in his domin- 
ions, lavishly equipped with up-to- 
date instruments. 

His Highness also invited an Eng- 
lish astronomer, Mr. R. Pocock, to 
take charge of the observatory, and 
placed its resources at the disposal 
ef the International Committee, 
which for some quarter of a century 
has been taking the great phloto- 
graphic map of the heavens which is 
to form the basis of the Astrographic 
Chart and Catalogue, 

Since the death of the founder of 
the Hyderabad Observatory in 1911, 
his successor, the present Nizam, has 
continued to take a deep interest in 
the work connected with the photo- 
graphic map of the stars, and re- 
cently erdered a consignment of 
special plates for the purpose fron, 
England, 

These plates, unfortunately, were 
on the Persia, which was torpedoed 
and sunk in the Mediterranean, To 
replace them more plates were dis- 
patched, and these were on the 
Maloja, which was also submarined 
on its way to India. 

Undeterred by this run of bad luck, 
the Nizam ordered a_ third batch, 
which have arrived quite safely, and 
the work on the Hyderabad section 
of the celestial map has again been 
resumed, It is estimated, that, when 
finished, one copy of the complete 
map will cost at least $5,000 to pro- 
duce,

Experimenter, H. Gernsback says: 

lf we place a thermometer into a 
phial containing a minute quantity of 
radium bromide; the purest commer- 
cial radium, the mercury will indicate 
a temperature 2.7 degrees hotter than 
the temperature outside of the phial. 
The heat radiated from one speck of 
radium bromide does not grow less 
as the days and months, nay, years 
and centuries roll by. 

In order better to 
what this means, let us compare it 
with coal. This is what we find: 

According to Prof. Soddy, a gram 
of pure radium evolves 133 calories 
of heat an hour. In one year (8,760 
hours) the same gram of radium 
evolves 1,160,000 calories. In 2,500 
years—the length of time radium will 
evolve energy—2,900,000,000 calories 
will be developed, while a gram of 
coal evolves 2,200 calories of heat, 

And radium is by no means as 
scarce as most people believe. Radi- 
um eminations have been found in 
springs, in the air, in rocks, etc., and 
this has given rise to an extraordinary 
theory regarding the evolution of the 
worlds. 

When the famous Swiss-Italian 
Simpion tunnel was constructed some 
years ago, totally unforseen circum- 
stances arose which made the work 
most difficut, Although this tunnel 
is far above sea level, the heat be- 
came unendurable as the work pro- 
gressed. Artificial cooling had to be 
resorted to in order to allow the 
workmen to proceed with their work. 
Prof, Jolly then made the discovery

Joly argues with us that as the ages 
roll by the interior of the earth must 
become hotter and hotter, Finally 
after the end of millions of years, the 
crust must give way to this tremend- 
ous heat from within and the burst- 
ing earth must go up in flames, be- 
coming a burning gas ball, just as we 
see our sun today,

| British Sailors and Soldiers Find an 
Inspiration in Name of Famous 
Sea Fighter 


A great memory of a name illus 
trious “in great Eliza’s days” is re 
vived by the will of Sir Francis Drake 
of Nutwell, Devon, who bequeathes 
as heirlooms two cups and two jew- 
els given by Queen Elizabeth to the 
Admiral whose name he bore, togeth 
er with the Bible and the sword of 
the doughty  sea-fighter, When 
Drake’s ship, “The Golden Hind,” 
came back to Plymouth in September, 
1580, afler cireumnavigating the globe 
laden with treasure-trove, Elizabeth 
decreed that the ship should be pre- 
served for all time as a memorial of 
England's glory enhanced by the in 
trepid commander. But “envious 
time” rotted away the timbers, and 
only a chair wrought therefrom a 
century later remains. No tangible 
souvenir is needed for him who pray- 
cd when he first saw the Pacific that! 
he “might sail once in an English 
ship in that sea,” and fulfilled his 
dream; who sailed into the harbor of 
Cadiz and “singed the King of 
Spain’s beard”; who finished a game 
of bowls with Lord Howard — ere 
meeting and wrecking the Armifda, 
saying, “There's plenty of tinte to win 
the game and thrash the Spaniards, 
too.”
